FOUND IN PARK WITH 
FRACTURED ANKLE,

WOMAN’S DEATH IN DUBLIN. 


At an inquest held by Dr. Louis A. Byrne, 
City Coroner, in Steevens’ Hospital, Dublin. 
last Saturday the jury returned a verdict 

that Ellen Murphy, who was admitted to 
the hospital en the 24th ult., died from fatty 
degeneration of the heart.” 

The woman, who was aged about 39 vears and 
Is supposed to have been a native of Wexford, 
was seen sitting on the grass at the Furzy 
Glen, Phoenix Park, and it appeared that she 
was suffering from a fracture of the ankle, 
caused, as she was stated to have declared, 
by a fall from a trap. 

Dr. Craig, house surgeon, said that when 
the woman was admitted she was suffering 
from a fracture of the ankle, and she ex- 
hibited a very unstable condition of mind. 
She died on the Sth July. She told him 
that her name was Ellen Murphy, but 
declined to give anv further mó et ae: 
Death was due to fatty degeneration of the 
heart. 

FALL FROM TRAP, 

James Balfe, Crumlin, stated that while 
driving in his pony and trap along the Furzy 
Glen road he saw the woman sitting on the 
grass. He asked her what had happened, 
but she declined to answer. Afterwards she 
said that she had fallen from a trap. She 
consented io go to hospital, but se “i she 
reached the Main road she would not go any 
further, and he reported the matter to the 
police 

Evidence was given of the woman having 
been removed to hospital by the police, 

The Coroner said that there was very little 
evidence to show that the fracture of the 
ankie was in any way responsible for the 
woman s death. : 

It is believed that the deceased woman 
was a servant in England, and had come to 
Dublin io see some friends here and in 
Wexford.

'POSTMEN SENT FOR TRIAL.

CHARGLD WITH STEALING 
LETTERS. 
(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 

Thoma Harrison, temporary postman, 
Great Brunswick Street Post Office, Dublin, 
was charged with stealing 23 postal packets, 
the property of the Mimster for Posts and 
lelezraphs, at the-Great Brunswick Street 
Post Office. 

Edward Carmody, overseer at the post 
office, stated that Harrison was th so as 
a temporary postman. He had a salary of 
£2 ils. 6d. a week, and witness understood 
that he had an Army pension. From informa- 
tion received he had the defendant under 
observation while so ng letters the previous 
day. Witness noticed that the accused trans- 
ferred letters from his left hand to his right 
and then slipped them into the inside pocket 
of his tunic. When the eccused was finished 
duty he was asked into a room by the 
Assistant Inspector, who asked him if he had 
any letters in his pocket, and the accused 
replied: “I am sorry to say that I have.’ 
Witness then searched him and found the 
| 23 letters (produced) in his pocket. 


i “I AM CAUGHT.” 

Captain P. M. Moynihan, Post Office In- 
vestigation Department, stated that when 
charged and cautioned the accused admitted 
having taken the twenty-three letters while 
sorting, his inlention being to open them in 
the lavatory before leaving the office. He 
also said that he thought there was money in 
them and that it would come in handy. 

In his statement the accused admitted 
taking nine letters previously, and concluded : 
“ Mv character is gone; I have lost every- 
thing now that I am caught. I am dis- 
graced.”’ 

The accused was returned for trial to the 
Circuit Court on bail of £25. 


LOSS OF LETTERS. 

Joseph Reddy, a temporary postman in the 
Fairview district, was eeaed with stealing 
a letter, containing two 10s. notes, addressed 
to Mrs. Agnes MacAllister, 79 Addison road, 
Dublin. 

Thomas William Jusiice, of the Postal 
Investigation Department, stated that he had 
been inquiring into the loss of letters in the 
Fairview district. He prepared a letter the 

revious day and addressed it to Mrs. 
MacAllister, 79 Addison road, and placed 
two 10s. notes in it, having taken their 
numbers. The letter was duly posted in the 
Fairview office, and the letters for Addison 
road were in the accused’s delivery. That 
morning witness interviewed the accused, who 
made a statenient admitting that he stole the 
letter and took the two 10s. notes.

The remuneration of the Dublin Borough 
Commissioners during the financial year 
ending March ólst, 1927, has been revised 
as follows :— 

Mr. Commissioner Murphy, £1,200; 
Dr. W. C. Dwyer, £700; and 
Mr. P. J. Hernon, £1,200. 

A letter was read at the meeting of the 
Commissioners from the Secretary, De- 
partment of Local Government and Public 
Health, on last Saturday, enclosing a 
sealed order revising the remuneration as 
stated. The letter was inserted on the 
minutes. 

A report of Mr. P. J. Hernon’s, recom- 
mending that the rate collectors be graded 
as minor staff officers with scale of £250, 
rising by annual increments of £15 to 
£400 per annum, plu; cost of living bonus, 
and that they should receive each year a 
bonus for good collections on a stated 
basis, was adopted. 

It was also decided to take over the 
premises 39 Grafton street, Dublin, as 
showrooms for the Electricity Depart- 
ment. 

A resolution was adopted expressing 
sympathy the resolution of the 
Governors of the National Gallery of 
Ireland in connection with the Lane 
pictures.

STIMULUS TO COLLECTORS. 

The report continued :— The main principle 
underlying the foregoing scheme is that it 
enables collectors, by their energy in making 
successful collections for the Corporation, to 
realise for themselves the approximate differ- 
ence in annual remunération between a minor 
staff officer and staff officer. By including 
arrears—although at a reduced rate of bonus— 
the collectors have a stimulus to their efforts 
in collecting a rather important sum, as will 
he seen from the fact that for the year 1924-25 
the arrears outstanding on March 3lst, 1925, 
were £25,416, of which £19,723 was received 
| during 1925-26. Again, by dealing with the 
actual work performed in each year, covering 
current and arrears collections, the results 
can be dealt with completely on the conclusion 
of the year. I recommend that the new bonus 
system as above shall take effect in respect of 
the collection for the financial year ended 31st 
March, 1926. 

AMOUNT PAYABLE. 

The amount payable for the year 1925-26 
under this scheme will be an average of £105 
for each collector, leaving the average total 
remuneration still considerably short of that 
of staff officer's scale. In the case of two 
collectors who are at present in receipt of 
£420: per annum, basic remuneration, their 
salaries should be reduced to £400—the 
maximum of a minor staff officer—as from the 


lst April, 1925—the date from which the new 
bonus scheme is to take effect—the necessary 
adjustments being made when allotting the 
bonuses. . As to the remaining collectors, | 
recommend that they be placed on the minor 
staff officers’ scale, as previously mentioned, 
at their present salary rates and annual in- 
crements.

DAMAGE TO TREES AT FAIRVIEW. 

Mr. Murphy in a report on the destruction 
of trees in city streets and open spaces stated : 
“The efforts to improve and beautify the 
city, I regret to state, are still being 
thwarted by evilly-disposed or thoughtless 
members of the public. I have already drawn 
attention to the wanton damage done to the 
trees and ornamental shrubs in Fairview. On 
three different occasions since, I am informed, 
additional trees in Fairview Park, including a 
handsome weeping elm, have been maliciously 
broken. A man has been specially detailed to 
guard the trees in this park, and on July 11th 
iast, when questioning a girl, in whose 
possession he had found a branch of a tree, 
he was surrounded by a hostile crowd, and 
had to appeal to the poiice.

Phillips, Carreras, and and J. Hill, and 
in the talk of price cutting there seems little 
doubt that the recent rather violent move- 
ment in the shares has been largely due to 
the operations of speculators, These people 
are not professionals, but represent powerful 
interests quite outside the Stock Exchange. 
They are reputed to be wealthy, so that any 
temporary loss throvgh their operations can 
be viewed with equanimity. It is suggested 
that they have taken advantage of the 
various rumours current of late to buy or 
se'. shares, and thus have reaped a subh. 
stantial profit. Their activities are not wel- 
comed by the market dealers, who are com- 
pelied to make prices, and frequently find 
that their services are used for the purpose 
of furthering the speculation referred to, 
while sometimes the operations of these 
speculators have a considerable effect in dis- 
turbing the market. Meanwhile the public. 
as represented by the genuine holder: of 
shares, either as an investment or a specula- 
tion, take no hand in the business, but their 
interests may suffer. Ail this is to be re- 
gretted, for when violent movements take 
place in Stock Exchange securities as a re- 
sult of manipulation or other speculative 
operations, the public is left with an un- 
favourable impression of the Stock Exchange 
generally. 


OUTLOOK FOR RUBBER SHARES. 


Unless the Colonial Office decides that the 
output of rubber must be restricted, under 
the Stevenson scheme, even though the 
average for the three months ended on Fri- 
day last was the merest fraction over 1s. 9d. 
per lb., it is thought that, with the removal 
of uncertainty upon this point, the future 
will see something of a revival in the market 
for rubber shares. The industry is on a 
sound basis, and at the present price of the 
commodity most concerns must make excel- 
lent profits. If the article should rise in 
price, the profits should be correspondingly 
increased. What has to be remembered is 
that there are plenty of shares of good 
rubber companies which, on the basis of re- 
cent dividends, give yields ranging from 10 
to 12 per cent. or more, and it is considered 
that in time this fact will he recognised, and 
translated into a stronger demand for the 
shares on the part of the public. A hold ap 
of the remarkable industrial prosperity which 
the United States of America have enjoyed 
in the last year or two might have some 
effect in reducing the consumption of ruber, 
but such a phase would probably be onty 
temporary, and -fterwards there should ie 
steady progress towards the position at hich 
consumption once again outstrips production. 


WILL TIN SHARES RISE?

MANCHESTER MARKET REVIEW. 
FROM OUR COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT 
The Lancashire holidays do not appear to 
be having such a marked effect on the pro- 
vision trade as in previous years, and it 
would seem that many people who previously 
went further afield have decided to spend 
their vacation at what might be termed local 
seaside resorts to save all unnecessary expense. 
Bacon again shows signs of recovery, so far as 
Danish is concerned, advices from Denmark 
oointing to smaller killings in that country. 
Little change, however, is reported in the 
position of Irish, which is in quiet request, 
as also Swedish, Dutch. Canadian and 
American. The general feeling in the butter 
market was fairly steady, and, while an 
ofticial advance of 10 kroner was reported from 
Copenhagen, doubt was ene by some 
merchants whether this would be maintained. 
English dairy butter is in moderate supply, 
and holders of Irish creameries do not appear 
eager to press for business at present rates ; 
but whether this attitude will meet with its 
reward in advanced pricts remains to he seen. 
Offerings of hams are exceedingly limited, 
anid, with a good demand, the market is firmer 
for both imported and home-cured. Cheese

Colonials is by no means strong. The egg 
market continues to improve, and, with short 
supplies of both English and best selections 
of imported, a gradual, but, on the whole, a 
fairly sulstantial, advance in prices has taker 
place.

The number of 
Irish cattle shipped to this country in the 
first six months of this year was considerably 
less than in the corresponding period of 1925, 
and the smallest number in any post-war year 
except 1921, when imports of Irish cattle into 
Great Britain were prohibited for some time 
as a result of foot-and-mouth disease. Ship- 
ments of sheep and lambs have been very 
similar in the first six months of the last two 
years. Although more pigs have been sent 
this year than in the first six months of 1925,

" In connection with che above, the question 
of toe income tax deduction should not be 
overlooked.

(writes he Sunday Times). South African 
Mines seem likely to held speculative atten- 
tion for some time to come.

Stock Exchange business continues to be 
limited in extent.

Outside conditions continue to be 
unfavourable, while inside the holiday feeling 
is exerting its usual influence at this time of 
the year (says the Observer) Gilt-edged and 
investment securities generally continue to 
maintain their firmness owing to the ease in 
monetary conditions and the steady flow of 
surplus funds which under normal circum- 
stances would be used in trade. Home Rail- 
ways have naturally been weak under the in- 
fluence of the reduced interim dividends, 
though much of the effect had been well dis- 
counted beforehand.

“ WHAT IS WRONG WITH MARCONIS5?”’ 

Under this heading the /nvestor’s 
‘hromicle deals exhaustively with the report 
and prospects of the Marconi Company, and 
concludes :—‘' An event thet would seem to 
call for some explanation, when the report of 
the investigations now in progress js available. 
would seem to he the issue last February of 
new Ordinary Shares at a premium. The 
board, as the annual report issued five months 
earlier clearly showed. must have been aware 
that the company had been suffering further 
losses on account of depreciation, and that if 
this depreciation was properly provided for 
there should be no dividends. Yet in the 
circular issued to holders in connection with 
the new issue, the directors definitely 
promised that the dividend for 1924 would be 


maintained at 10 per cent,. and the chairman 
at the annual meeting in the following July 
explained that this dividend was being paid 
solely because this promise had been made. 
It was assumed when the chairmanship 
changed hands, and Mr. Kellaway took over 
from the late Mr. Godfrey Isaacs, that the 
Marconi Company would go rapidly ahead. 
During the previous végime the company had 
a peculiar reputation on account of the 
ohvious manipulation of the share market in 
its own shares and those of its subsidiaries, 
When the new management was installed it 
was hoped that all concerned in the company’s 
affairs would concentrate upon the commercial 
development of the business. They have 
evidently found the task of dealing with the 
mass of paper. created when the earlier 
methods prevailed, beyond their power, or it 
may be that they have failed to grapple with 
the difficult situation with sufficient courage.

900 to 800 vears, and those of Upper Silesia 
for more than 1,000 years, But the coal- 
fields of Great Britain will probably he never 
absolutely exhausted. Long before the sup- 
plies would give out the cost of production, 
as compared with that in other coal-producing 
districts, would become so great that it 
would be quite unprofitable to work the 
mines. So far as mankind is concerned, there 
is little danger of a coal famine, or, at least, 
ef the coal supplies of the earth running 
short. The coal reserves of the world have 
been estimated by a distinguished writer at 
7,000,000 million tons. and this epormous

OBITUARY. 


SIR JOHN EDGE, 
Times vegrets to 
Right Hon. Sir John Edge 
member of the Judicial 
formerly Chief Justice of the Allahabad High 
Court, died suddenly on Friday at his resi- 
dence in Kensington, two days after his 85th 
birthday. The eldest son of Mr. Benjamin 
Booker Edge, of Clonbrook, Queen’s County, 
he was born on July 28th, 1841, and was 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin 

Called to the Irish Bar in 1864, and to the 
English Bar by the Middle Temple in April, 
1866, he went the Northern and North- 
Eastern Circuits, and soon won repute and a 
good general practice. He took silk in 1886, 
and in August of the same year was appointed 
Chief Justice of the North-Western—now 
Agra—Provinces High Court, being knighted 
shortly after. The relations of the Court with 
the Provincial Government, and also with 
the magistracy, had long been something 
less than happy, but Edge brought about a 
welcome change

Mr Israel Zangwill, the well-known author 
and playwright, died in a nursing home at 
Midhurst, Sussex, yesterday. Mr. Zangwill 
was 61 years of age. He had been under 
treatment for the past two:months. About a 
week ago he contracted pneumonia, and this 
caused his death. 

Mr. Zangwill was virtually self-educated. 
For a time he attended an elementary school, 
and afterwards he studied privately and took 
his Arts degree with Honours in the London 
University. He worked first as a teacher, 
then as journalist, and in 1888 he published 
“The Premier and the Painter.’’ “Children 
of the Ghetto *’ (1892) brought him popularity, 
and in the following year he made a hit wit! 
‘Merely Mary Ann.” goth works were 
dramatised and play with some success. 

Other stories. plays and poems followed, 
and Mr. Zangwill was in considerable demand 
as lecturer in Great Britain, Ireland, Holland, 
Jerusalem and the United States of America. 
In 1903 Mr Zangwill married Edith. daughter 
of the late Professor A. FE. Avrion, herself an 
authoress, by whom he had two sons and one 
daughter.

SALE TO AN AMERICAN 
MOTOR COMPANY. 

Important developments may be looked for 
in the near future in regard to the site on 
which the Wembley Exhibition was held. It 
will be remembered that, following the un- 
successful effort to sell the site by auction, an 
offer was accepted from a group of which 
Mr. James White was the principal figure, 
of £300,000. 

Much speculation has been indulged in as 
to the intentions of the group in regard to 
the site, and in some quarters it was suggested 
that ain effort might made to continue it 
as a great play-ground for Londen. The 
Observer understands, however, that it has 
been decided to develop the site as a self- 
contained industrial unit. Negotiations are 
almost complete for the sale of the two largest 
buildings, the Engineering Hall and the Hal] 
of Industries, to an American motor manu- 
facturing company. 

The company—which. it may definitely 
stated is not the Ford company intends to 
lay down plant and niachinery with the ob- 
ject of developing the manufacture of its own 
in this country on mass produe 
The two puildings named are ad- 
mirably equipped for this purpose They are 
eonnected up with the railway. which runs 
right into the end of the building. while 
water, gas, electricity and all the other needs 
of an immense factory, apart from the actual 
machinery, are present. 

It is anticipated that the company will em- 
ploy several thousands of British working 
people, and plans are in hand for the develop 
ment of other portions of the site for housing 
these people and their families. 

It is possible that the lake, with its attrac- 
live floral and foliated surroundings. mav be 
retained, but it is practically certain that the 
Coionial buildings, as well as the whole of the 
(musement Park, will make way for a small 
town of streets and houses.

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INTERESTED CROWD AT 
THE QUAY. 

Alexandra Basin, Dublin, yesterday, was 
reminiscent of an Allied port in war time.

HELD IN BELEAGUERED 
CITY. 


PEKING, Sunday. 

The plight of fourteen foreign missionaries 
in the beleagured city of Tatung Fu is 
viewed with alarm in Peking. Recent de- 
spatches suggest that they are being detained 
as virtual hostages by the forces defending 
Shansi, and describe how, on July 18, the 
wife of a Dr. Bryan Brown, of the Church of 
England Mission, and their four children 
wer: lowered in sacks over the city wall 
under fire and taken to safety. 

The American Consul at Kalgan has made 

urgent representations to the Shansi Com- 
mander, requesting the evacuation of 
foreigners, but the commander firmly de- 
clines, on the ground that he has been in- 
structed to protect foreigners, and fears that 
they will encounter danger if they are 
allowed to depart. 
Bryan Brown states that all the 
foreigners at Tatung Fu are alive and wel!, 
and have considerable stores of food, but 
that they are constantly under fire, and are 
forced to live in dug-outs in bad sanitary 
conditions, which are likely to provoke an 
epidemic.

CUSTOMS ADMINISTRATION. 

IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 

SHANGHAI, Sunday. 

The Chinese newspapers publish alleged 
confidential reports from Tokio, to the effect 
that the British and Japanese Governments 
have finally reached a mutually satisfactory 
understanding, whereby the number of 
Japanese employed in the Chinese Maritime 
Customs administration will be substantially 
increased, and that Japanese banks in China 
are to receive a proportionate share of the 
Chinese Customs funds for deposit. 

Neither the British nor the Japanese Go- 
vernment has issued any official statement on 
the subject, but the Chinese reports declare 
that Britain has consented to the employment 
of more than two hundred Japanese in the 
Chinese Customs administration, which in- 
cludes more than 1,200 foreigners, mostly 
British. 

According to local reports, the negotiations 
resulting in the foregoing understanding were 
eonducted at Tokio. 

Local Chinese here claim that, if the re- 
ports of the British and Japanese under- 
standing are confirmed, they are bound to 
cause a renewal of the Chinese agitation for 
complete autonomy and the prevention of all 
foreign interference in Chinese Customs. 

Hitherte the British Government, under 
the treaty arrangement, has exercised virtu- 
ally supreme contro] of the Chinese Customs 
funds, which are deposited in the Hong Kong 
and Shanghai Banking Corporations against 
the interests and amortization charges of the 
Boxer indemnity. In addition to this, Great 
Britain exercises the right of staffing the 
Chinese Customs administration almost exclu- 
sively with British subjects. This has long 
constituted a sore point with the Japanese, 
who claim that their trade with China is 
almost equal to Great’ Britain’s, and hence 
that Japan has the right of contro! over a 
portion of the Chinese Customs fund, and also 
the right to place Japanese subjects in the 
Customs administration.

FATAL MOTORING 
ACCIDENTS. 


DOCTOR KILLED IN KERRY: 
WIFE SERIOUSLY INJURED. 
Dr. Jeremiah Sheehan, of Mercer’s Garden, 
Cardiff, was killed, and his wife and daughter 
badly injured, in a motoring accident near 
Killorglin, County Kerry, last Saturday 
evening. 

Dr. Sheehan, who was on a visit fo his 
friends in Killorglin, was returning from 
Killarney by motor with Mrs. Sheehan and 
their seven-year-old daughter. When about a 
mile from Killorglin one of the front tyres 
of the motor car burst. ‘The car swerved 
and dashed against a telegraph pole, throw- 
ing the occupants violently on to the road. 
Dr. Sheehan was killed almost instan- 
taneously, while Mrs. Sheehan sustained such 
injuries as to render her unconscious. Her 
condition is critical. Her daughter was also 
badly injured and is in a state of collapse. 
The inquest on Dr. Sheehan will be held to- 
day. 

A telegram from Cork received this morn 
ing states that a party of five persons were 
in the motor car, which was driven by John 
Foley, aged about 18 years, of Lower Bridge 
street, Killorglin. 

Edward Sheehan, the doctor’s son, was un- 
injured, and the driver escaped with a few 
seratches and severe shock, but Miss Sheehan 
wa: badly cut about the face, and had to 
receive seven stitches. It was reported yes- 
terday that :"he was in an unconscious con- 
dition. 

GIRL KILLED AT BROOKLANDS. 

A lady motorist, Miss Lavender Norris, of 
Haslemere, Surrey, was killed while having a 
spin round the Brooklands motor course on 
last Saturday evening.

PARIS, Sunday. 

The Finance Bill voted by the Chamber 
yesterday contains an article increasing 
the cost of identity cards, which must be 
taken out by all foreigners staying over 
a fortnight in France.

THE FRANC. 

M. Poincaré to-morrow will submit to 
the Cabinet a scheme for the organisation 
of an amortisation fund for national 
defence bonds and Treasury bonds of a 
term less than year. It is believed 
by M. Poincaré’s supporters that this 
project will solemnly consecrate the deter- 
mination expressed in the Government’s 
declaration to respect all the engagements 
entered into by the State in regard to its 
creditors, and will demonstrate that the 
Government does not contemplate making 
a forced consolidation of these bonds. 

Immediately afterwards the Government 
will deal with the monetary problem of 
stabilisation. 

As the Prime Minister observed in his 
speech of yesterday morning, there can 
be no idea of stabilisation until the franc 
has been revalorised at a point to be 
fixed normally by the return of confidence, 
the economic condition of the country, and 
the cost of living index. 


CONFERENCE WITH EXPERTS. 

For the elaboration of this part of the 
programme M. Poincaré, who has already 
received individually most of the members 
of the Experts’ Committee, on Wednesday 
morning will have a conference at the 
Ministry of Finance with all the members 
of the Committee. 

After the vote on the financial measures 
now before Parliament M. Poincaré pro- 
poses to have an exchange of views on the 
subject of inter-Allied debts with the com- 
mittees of both Chambers, which have 
been already informed by previous Govern- 
ments regarding the Mellon-Berenger and 
Churchill-Caillaux agreements. 

On recounting the ballot taken yester- 
day, it was found that the bill containing 
the financial proposals of the Chamber was 
adopted by 304 votes to 117; there were 
for'y-eight abstentions, of which thirty- 
two were members of the Radical-Socialist 
Party. 

TOURISTS TO GO ELSEWHERE.

The only manner in which the 
debt terms may now be changed, so far 
as the United States is concerned, is by 
the direct act of Congress itself.

in April is that the greater part of the 
population: is concentrated in the cities 
and towns. In 1911 the rural districts 
had 53.1 per cent. of the population ; 
to-day they Lave only 49.3 per cent. 

The population of Northern Ireland is 
1,256,522, the males numbering 608,205 
and the females 648,117. The steady 
decline that took place from 1841 onwards 
was arrested during ie ten years 1891- 
1901, and replaced by a silght tendency 
to increase. The increase during the last 
fifteen years, however, represents only 
about 0.5 per cent. of the total population.

BELFAST'S INCREASE. 


As will be observed from these tables, the 
population of Belfast City has increased by 
approximately 28,000 since the last census 
in 1911, while the population of Londonderry 
City and County has decreased by 681. 

Among the towns, Bangor leads the way 
in increase of population. 

Only eight rural districts show an increase 
in the 15 years. These are :—Castlereagh 
(40.08 per cent.), Belfast (12-08), Hillsborough 
(3.51), Downpatrick (2.22), Lisburn (2.81), 
Larne (1.50). Londonderry (1.70) and New- 
townards (1.11). The biggest decline is in 
Tandragee Rural District, which has a minus 
return of 15.62. 

The increase of 5,791 in the total popula- 
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tion is the net result of increases in Belfast 
County Borough and County Down, 
against decreases in the remaining counties. 
“ I will be noted,’’ says the report, “ that 
the trend of population in every county but

are less than one-half those recorded for the 
came counties in 1641, while the population 
cf Belfast County Borough is now nearly six 
times as great as it was in that vear. It is 
to be noted, however, that the boundaries of 
both County Armagh and Belfast County 
Borough have been altered during the period. 


THE TOWNS’ LEAD. 


The total. population of the County 
Boroughs and Urtan Districts is now slightly 
in excess of that in the Rural Districts, the 
Crban population having increased during the 
past 25 years from 42.9 to 50.7 per cent. of 
the total population. When considering the 
relation between Urban and Rural popula- 
tions, it should, however, oe borne ,in mind 
that approximately 72 per cent. of the Urban 
population 1s resident in Belfast and London- 
derry County Boroughs, and a further 13 per 
cent. concentrated mm the seven largest Urban 
Districts, leaving only 15 per cent. (or 93,000 
persons) aistribuled among the remaining 
24 Urban Districts. 

The density of population is highest in 
Belfast, aud, within Belfast, highest in Court 
Ward, where there are 189 persons to the 
acre. When considering the figures as to 
density in a particular area it must be recog- 
nised that the distribution of the population 
is not necessarily uniform. A marked feature 
of the density factor is the very wide varia- 
tion “n Urban Districts, ranging from 32.1 in 
Carrickfergus to 1.3 in Portstewart. 

The number of completed habitable build- 
ings in Northern [reland has decreased since 
:901, whereas the number of inhabited build- 
ings has increased. thus reducing the margin 
available for occupation from about 11 per 
cent. in 1901 to 6 per cent. at the present 
tyme. The number of houses in course of 
erection at the date of the census was, how- 
ever, greater than any previously recorded. 

There is, on the whole, about one room 
per unit of the population, the variation 
ranging between .65 (in West Ward, London- 
derrry) and 1.9 fin Portstewart Urban Dis- 
trict). The differences are most marked 
when considering holiday resorts with accom- 
modation for visitors, and also when com- 
paring the several wards of the county 
boroughs. In the case of Belfast there has 
bee. more than a sixfold increase in the 
number of tenements of one room since 1911, 
whilst in Londonderry the number has been 
nearly doubled. Relatively to population, 
however, the position in Londonderry seems 
to be far more acute. In Belfast over 7,000 
people are living in single-roomed tenements, 
and nearly 3, in Londonderry are similarly. 
placed. 

The detailed Census reports, now being 
compiled by H.M. Stationery Office, will con- 
tain tables dealing with population by sex 
and ages, in administrative areas; marital 
condition, orphanhood and dependent 
children; birthplace and natiorality ; religion;

THE BRITISH-ITALIAN 
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In a leading article 7’he Times observes — 
There will be an opportunity in the House of 
Commons this afternoon to discuss the serce- 
ment concluded recently between (reat 
Britain and Italy concerning their respective 
interests in Abyssinia. ' A faint echo seems 
to be reaching the House of Commons of the 
sharp criticism which was raised in the 
Continental Press—especially in  Paris—as 
soon as the exchange of the Notes was 
published. Since then the Regent of 
Abyssinia has lodged a protest, picturesquely 
and cleverly worded, with the League of 
Nations, and if a debate should take place 
in the House of Commons no doubt opponents 
of the present Administration will see in the 
Abyssinian protest material with which to 
barb their shafts of criticism. 

There are certainly one or two points on 
which enlightenment would be welcome. The 
Anglo-Italian Notes were exchanged in 
December, 1925; yet the Abyssinian Govern- 
ment was not officially informed in writing of 
the exchange until June 9th, 1926. It may 
be possible for the Foreign Office to give a 
perfectly satisfactory explanation of “the 
delay, and it may be found that the 
Abyssinian Government was, in fact, tn- 
formed of the transaction long before it was 
officially notified by the British and Italian 
Ministers in Addis Ababa, in the despatches 
which are among the correspondence issued 
to-day from the Secretariat of the League 
If so, an official statement to that effect wiil 
be useful.

A Russian refugee, described as Baron 
Michael Royce Garrett, has been temporarily 
detained following the tragic death of 
his wife, Vera, on Friday, through leaping 
from the eighteenth floor window of a loca!

COUNTY MONAGHAN 
AND DRAINAGE. 


STATEMENT BY MR. BLYTHE. 


INSPECTION OF NEW 
LOCAL INDUSTRY. 


= 


Mr. Blythe, Free State Minister for 
Finance, arrived at Castleblayney on last 
Friday night, and motored to Monaghan, 
where, during his visit, he was the guest 
of Mr, Peter McGeough, Secretary of the 
Monaghan County Council. 

On Saturday morning he paid visit 
to the new boot factory at Mullan. He 
spent four hours at a County Council 
meeting in the evening, discussing the 
drainage question, and paid a visit to the 
Most Rev. Dr. McKenna, Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Clogher. Yesterday he was 
present at the Cavan and Monaghan 


match at Ballybay. 

Mr. McGeough accompanied Mr. Blythe on 
his visit to Mullan, where he was met by the 
directors of the boot factorv, Mr. James P. 
McKenna, Mr. Charles McCluskey and Mr. 
O'Hanlon. The factory was specially decorated 
for the occasion. Mr. Blythe was much im- 
pressed with all that he in this new 
centre of industry. 

The object of the Minister's visit was his 
acceptance of an invitation to address the 
County Council on the drainage question. The 
meeting, which took place in Ballybay, was a 
large one, and in addition to the County 
Councillors, representatives of the various 
drainage areas in the county attended. The 
districts represented were Dromore, Drum- 
hirk, Muckno, Laragh and Lough Egish, 
Broomfield, Drumcargy, Corfinlough, Three- 
milehouse and Corcaghan, Milltown, Aghabog, 
Killeevan, Dooskey, Drum and the Black- 
water. 

Senator Thomas Toal presided. He said 
that that representative meeting showed that 
the question was a burning one in the county, 
and the Minister for Finance would give them 
some important information on the subject. 
Some of them were inclined to blame the 
County Council for the delav, but they had 
done all they could. 

MINISTER'S SPEECH. 

Mr. Biythe, who was accorded en- 
thusiastic reception, in the course of his ad- 
dress, said that thev were all aware that in 
the last century, from the forties and for 
some period afterwards, there was a great 
deal of drainage activity in the county. A 
great many drainage districts were created, 
and a great dea! of land was drained. Then 
the work came to en end, and for more than | 
a generation virtually no new drainage work 
was done, and as a matter of fact there had 
been retrogression Drainage work that had 
been carried out was allowed to fall 
into a state oí — dilapidation. The 
(Government directed its’ attention to 
the problem some three four years 
ago, and decided that there must be a re- 
commencement of drainage activity. 

There were two or thiee important points 
that must be borne in- mind connection 
with drainage. (Ine that the best 
schemes should be carried out—that is, the 
cheines which would prove an economic 
success the scheme which would give the 
Diggest return ft the money expended. 
Schemes to be proposed for the future would 
have to examined with great care and 
prepared with great care. The drainage done 
would have to be paid for by the people 
whose land would be drained. If the new 
schemes were not carefully scrutimised it was 
possible in some that owners of land, 
having to pay the annual charges, might he 
ott than if the land had not been 
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Another result of the cessation of drainage 
activity was that they had now few 
engineers who had expenence of carrying out 
: Very few engineers could be 
irusted to prepare schemes that could be 
carried cconomically and satisfactorily. 
The old code of laws which governed drainage 
was obsolete and unworkable. If drainage 
was to be properly carried out something 
nore satisfactory was required, with the 
result that new laws would have to be pre- 
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pared and passed, in order that time might 


to pay 51 per cent. of the total amount to be 
levied. and that man could veto the scheme. 
If a man held 50 acres, but only five of his 
holding were going to be affected by the 
drainage, then ie would only be required to 
pay the same as anybody else who owned five 


acres. 

The fact that all this had to be done under 
the Act made it obvious to anybody that the 
greatest care must be taken to prepare the 
schemes satisfactorily. The people must see 
for themselves what they would have to pay. 
They wanted them to be certain, 
and not to have them under the 
impression that they would have five or 
seven shillings to pay when they might have 
fifteen or seventeen shillings to pay. Reason- 
able time must, therefore, be given to start 
the scheme. 

The Board of Works had employed an 
additiona! staff, a considerable number of in- 
spections had been made, surveys had been 
made, and next year fifty or sixty schemes 
would be carried out over the Free State. It 
must he obvious that the work must be 
carried on over the whole country. As far as 
it could be done during the present summer, 
the work of improvement would be com- 
pleted, and the work would commence on 
these fifty or, sixty schemes as soon as dry 
weather set in next year. 

In County Monaghan, some twenty schemes 
had been sent up, and there were other 
schemes before the Council. It would not be 
possible next year in a county like that to 
do more than two or three schemes. When 
the present drainage improvement had been 
carried out, then there would be an advan- 
tage in having engineers who would have 
got experience of drainage work, and much 
more rapid progress would be possible. If 
the schemes were rushed, work might be done 
which would be more or less valueless. They 
were determined that the drainage to be 
carried out should be an improvement, and 
consequently there should be no hurry 
rush these schemes without due care. 
work was not of the sort that could 
rushed, and no one desired to throw away 
money or to have the work botched. 
The money must he paid, and 
if an owner of land in a particular district 
failed to pay the annuity, it would have to 
be paid out of the county funds. 

SMALL SCHEMES. 

Proceeding, the Minister said that there 
were certain schemes which it seemed to the 
Government hardly required so much atten- 
tion. These were comparatively small 
schemes. There was now in preparation a 
bill that was intended in cases of schemes 
that would cost less than £1,000, to give 
powers to the County Council to proceed 
without the interference of the Board of 
Works. He did not so much like a very great deal 
of work being carried out by the County 
Couneils under such provisions. He did hope 
that in many cases the people would club 
together and carry out the work. 

There were a great many very useful works 
that could be cheaply and satisfactorily 
carried out if the people themselves only 
agree to carry them out. One of the reasons 
why this was not done was because, perhaps, 
they found one or two cranks who would not 
join and do their share of the work, What 
they hoped to do in the new bill was to 
give powers to the County Councils which 
would enable them to see to this, and where 
a man declined to fall in with his neighbours 
they would make provisions for having the 
work done, and would charge him the price. 
{(Applause.) 

If they got the people to come together and 
do the work “sás abé thev would have it 
done much more economically than it eould 
be done otherwise. He hoped that when the 
new bill was passed a great deal oí the work 
would be done in that way. The passing of 
this bill would relieve the Board of Works 
and speed up drainage. He hoped that it 
would be possible in the course of four or five 
years to have the drainage completed that 
could be economically done in the Saorstat. 
(Applause.)

UMBERS EMPLOYED, 

When that Act was passed in 1924 
not possible to get a great deal done, but :n 
the mext year (1925) this work under the 
Drainage Maintenance Act was begun. At 
cne period, 2,700 men were employed on this 
work, and over £50,000 was expended. Very 
good work was done over the district. One 
river which affected that county dealt 
with last year—that was the Glyde, Of the 

200 emproved, 1,/00 were employed en work 
ider the Drainage Maintenance Act, while 
500 weve employed on new work at Oranmore, 
Co. Sligo. Something like £70,000 would be 
iais Summe! lhere were abou iW 
men emploved on the Glyde. 

When they heard 
shout drainage works, 
the Government should 
don nexi year, i 
those people did not realise the magnitude of 
the task and the amount of labour required. 
As a matter of fact, it would require as many 
people as were employed on the Shannon 
echeme. As a result of the work that was 
going on, engineers were getting into drainage 
work, and this would help to give them a staff 
to enable them to get along much more rapidly. 
Under the Arterial Dramage Act, when they 
came to deal with new districts, there were 
necessarily certain formalities. 

In the first place, the local people had to 
present a petition. Then the county surveyor 
had to inspect the area and decide whether 
there seemed to be a case where drainage 
might properly be carried out. <A scheme 
which he decided to exclude did not go any 
further. If he passed a scheme it came before 
the County Council, and then went to the 
Board of Works. The Board of Works sent 
Jown an inspector who had been dealing with 
drainage to see the district. The inspector 
had to see that a proper survey made. 
There was something more than that to do. 
Nearly five hundred schemes had been tor 
warded to the Board of Works, and it must 
be quite obvious that five hundred schemes 
could not be carried out this year or next 
year or the yeer afterwards. It must take 
four or five years. A small staff could not 
cope with it. Engineers could not he got— 
certainly not at a reasonable price—to enal:le 
five hundred districts to be examined and the 
schemes properly supervised and carried out. 

The insvector who came down would not 
merely decide that a survey of the area should 
be made or that the thing should be dropped. 
He would also have to decide in what order 
the work should be taken on, and if proper 
work could be carried out at reasonable prices. 
Of course, preference would be given to urgent 
works. There would be a good many works 
which seemed to be very desirable, but which 
presented difficulty. He would report on such 
works and list them for further investigations. 

When the inspector had reported that a 
district ought to have specifications prepared 
showing the works necessary to be done, in 
addition to the engineer, they would also have 
to have one experienced as a land valuer 
in order to have an estimate prepared of the 
benefit that might be expected to result from 
the works proposed what the increased value 
of the lands was likely to be. 

Then, a competent engineer, with experience 
of drainage. would prepare a scheme. He 
would decide what excavations had to be done, 
what channelling was necessary, what rocks 
had to be blasted. Then the maps and all 
other relevant documents must be left at 
some central place for inspection by the 
owners of the lands. 

When that stage had been reached, then 
everybody whose land was to be affected by 
the drainage scheme would see what work had 
to he done, what the cost of the work would 
be, and what each of them would have to pay. 

They could not deal with a drainage scheme 
in a glipshod way. Work was going to be 
done, for which the owners of land would 
have to pay. Of the total cost the Govern 
mept would contribute about 25 per cent. It 
would be open to the Council, with the sanc- 
tion of the Minister for Local Government, to 
contribute a free grant. When the grants had 
heen deducted the remaining cost of the 
scheme would have to be paid by the owners 
the land, which was going to benefit 
considerably. 

AMOUNT TO BE PAID. 

Before any scheme was passed people must 
have an ovportunity of saying whether the 
work would be gone on with or not. The 
amount te be paid in each case would depend 
on the amount of land which would be 
affected by the scheme. If a drainage scheme, 
for instance, were for 100 acres, and if some 
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work already done there. 

Mr. Longhran raised the border difficulty, 
inquiring what arrangements would be made 
in the case of the Blackwater where 
Northern and Southern territory was 
affected. 

Mr. T. Murphy welcomed the Minister's 
announcement of a new bill to expedite 
smaller schemes, while Mr. Patrick Whelan 
said that people would be disappointed to 
find that the scheme could not be got through 
more quickly. He did not consider engineer- 
ing feats essential for drainage works. He 
also thought it a great mistake that one man 
should have power to veto a scheme. 

Mr. John Mi'‘Lean said that lakes 
estates were frequently a barrier to drainage. 
There should be no consideration for beauty 
where the codntry sufiered. 

Professor Rountree, B.A., inquired if a free 
rant would be given under the new bill. 

Mr. James Johnson (Republican) spoke of 
the Government promises and of the grave 
crisis that the Minister’s statement would 
cause. 

Mr. T. Mohan said that the four 
arteries of the county should be drained 
the Laune, Dromore, Blackwater and Givde 
rivers, and then smaller schemes would 
follow, 

Mr. Brennan said that people who formerly 
cleaned their own drains had been hoidinz 
back because of this drainage agitation. They 
wanted the Government to do everything for 
them. ; i 

Mr. George M'Gahev (Republican) char- 
acterised the whole thing as halderdash. stat 
ing that the Government had no money. and 
what they had they wanted for themselves. 
and they were not going to give it for. useful 
works. y 
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MR. BLYTHE’S REPLY. 

Mr. Blythe, replying generally to the ques- 
tions raised, said that it was not a question 
money—it was a question of what could 
be properly and reasonably done with benefit 
to the country. The question of the exten 
sion of the Glyde Drainage was a matter he 
would look into, Government grants would 
probably be the same under the new bil] 
with which the County Councils would have 
to deal, as the grants given under the Board 
of Works schemes. 

On the cuestion of veto, the man who paid 
most of the money should to say 
whether the scheme would go on or not. The 
Dromore schemes had been investigated years 
ago. The estimated then was £7,000. 
It would certainly cost twelve thousand 
pounds now, and the extent of the benefit 
would be about 700 acres. Under the Acts 
the Government would pay about £3,000, and 
£9,090 would fall upon the 
pants of the 700 acres, 
scheme was being carefully examined. It was 
not a ‘scheme that should be rushed. 
Some had stated that men getting the dole 
shouid be employed on these works. He 
wished to remind them that for some twelve 
months there had heen no such thing in the 
Free State as the dole. They had unemplov- 
ment insurance, which was only paid to 
persons who were out of work, and had paid 
for their stamps 

is ECONOMY. 

Lhe Minister made a <pirited reply to 
sugzestion of exceasive cost of administra 
He said that they had invited economy in 
every department as far as it was possible, 
but the Government had not tried to cu! 
down expendilure on new ventures which 
would pay, The work of the country must go 
ahead, Jt was realised that ihe work could 
not be carried on as the British sclfeme was 
carried on, There was no member of the 
Government who had incurred more un- 
popularity than he did on the question of 
economy, 

Mr. Blythe was proceeding to refer to the 
‘‘eut’’ in teachers’ salaries when Mr, John 
son (Republican) raised the point of order 
that Mr. Blythe had come there to deal with 
the drainage question, and that an under 
taking had been given that no other matters 
would be introduced. He objected to the 
Minister’s sneering remarks about himself. 

After some discussion in the body of the 
hall, the Chairman ruled the Minister in 
order. 

Mr. Blythe said that there was no re- 
dundant staff in any Department, but people 
outside, without any knowledge of what 
they talked about, said things simply for 
political propaganda. He had ineurred much 
unpopularity for cutting down expenditure,

ASSISI, Sunday. 

At midnight the Franciscan year was 
solemnly inaugurated at Assisi. The whole 
town was illuminated with oil flares, which 
caused the most curious and impressive 
effects of light and shade in the narrow 
medieval streets. The Church of Santa Maria 
Degli Angeli. in the plain below, made a 
littering cluster of lights in the middle dis- 
trance of ‘he Umbrian landscape. 

Some time before midnight the peasants 
and pilgrims, who had been wandering ahout 
the city all day, crowded into the piazza of 
the Cathedral of San Rufino to watch the 
arrival of the ecclesiastical and civic digni- 
taries who were to attend the Pontifical High 
Mass. As 12 o'clock struck all the bells ran; 
out, fireworks were discharged, and a band, 
with-a choir collected from the surrounding 
villages, begun a hymn. It was nearly one 
o'clock when the public were admitted to the 
cathedral, where, after singing the Veni 
Creator, Monsignor Luddi, the Bishop of 
Assisi, sang Pontifical High Mass. The 
music was sung by Casimiris Polyphonic 
Choir from Rome. whose rendering of the 
compositions of Palestrina and his contem- 
poraries has reached a perfection seldom 
heard in church music. 

After the Mass a great Eucharistic proces- 
sion was formed, which, preceded by bands 
and a choir singing -hymns, wound slowly 
through the street down to the Basilica of 
Saint Francis. The light of the torches fall- 
ing on the vestments of the clergy and the 
jewelled reliquaries had a beautiful effect as 
the procession passed through streets and 
Piazze. usually so bare and peaceful, but 
to-night so brilliantly illuminated in honour 
of the saint. . 

In the lower church of Saint Francis 
another Service was held, and it was four 
o'clock before the tired peasants and pilgrims, 
many of whom had already. .takeh part in a 
) ricturesque procession earlier in 
rned to their houses. 
og Pontificial High was 
celebrated ia the sombre simplicity of the 
lower chureh of Saint Francis. The medieval 
feeling which clings so persistently to Assisi 
in spite of modern conditions was somewhat 
marred by the blaze of electric light on 
Giotto’s frescoes, which are usually so diffi- 
cult to see: but the congregation, consisting 
chiefly of farm Jabourers and peasant women 
with white handkerchiefs on their heads, 
must have been much the same as that known 
byw Saint Francis seven hundred years ago. 
‘After seven o'clock ali Assisi turned out 
to take part in the traditional procession 
to Santa Maria Degh Angeli to mark the 
beginning «f the great Franciscan indulgence 
of “the Portiuncula.”’

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TRIUMPH OF FASCISM. 


CORPORATIONS 
ITALY. 

ROME, Saturday. 

In the presence of all the members of the 
Government, the high officials and the repre- 
sentatives of the Fascist Party, and the mum- 
cipal corporations, Signor Mussolini inangu 
rated the new Ministry of Corporations, 
which has its offices in the palace of the 
Minister of National Economy. 

After being officially welcomed by 
Belluzzo, the Minister of Economy, and the

The newspapers are publishing 
articles in English, warmly welcoming the 
delegates, who number about 1,500, including 
some 115 British, 250 American, 300 German, 
540 Scandinavian, over 100 Orientals and a 
dozen Negroes, altogether about fifty nations

The Congress is sub-divided into about fifty 
groups of about forty members each, the 
various countries being represented in pro- 
portion to the stréngth of their delegations, 
Reports on the debates of these groups are 
read out every day to plenary meetings.

The actual formal opening took place after 
a civie reception this evening. There was a 
great congregation in St. Johanne’s Church.

Speaking at a largely-attended meeting on 
the Mall. Waterford, yesterday, Mr, de 
Valera said that the maim purpose of his 
party was to re-unite the Irish Ireland forces. 
they were the only forces which suffered 
through the present conditions in the country. 
here were only two really great parties in 
the country—viz,, Imperialists, who stood for 
the connection with England, and those who 
stood for ireland. 

His party stood for treland for the Irish, 
and not for any foreign element. ‘hey were 
prepared to give all whose who differed from 
them politicaily fair play; but they were not 
prepared to see the national policy for which 
they struggled through. generations made 
subservient to the policy of these people or 
to the policy cf England. 

They would not win their battle if they 
were divided among themselves. The main 
thing that was secured from the English by 
the Treaty was the division of the Irisa 
political forces. The hopes held out by the 
Treaty could not mategialise, because they 
could not have prosperity without stability 
or stability without freedom. The funda- 
mental difference between the two parties 
in Ireland at present was that those who 
held true to the national faith were con- 
vinced that Jreland was entitled to in- 
dependence. lhose who stood for. inde- 
pendence could never dake an oath of 
allegiance to a foreign Power. The getting 
rid of that oath was the true way to the 
removal of the barrier that caused the 
division. í 

They removed it. If the people made up 
their minds not to allow any representative of 
theirs, whether Cumann na nGaedheal, 
Labour, Farmer, or any other, to take an 
oath in any assembly, then it would not be 
taken. The people who forced the oath on 
them did so as a means of maintaining their 
own power, 

A great National Convention would be held 
soon in Dublin, where the foundations of a 
great national organisation would be laid. 

Having dealt with the necessity of captur- 
ing the home markets, Mr. de Valera said 
that they knew how heavily taxation weighed 
upon the country at present. Money that 
could be put to productive uses ought not 
be put to unproductive use. The maxim of 
reasonable taxation was that the State should 
not take from the individual money which 
the individual could employ better than the 
State. At present they were over-taxed, and 
they knew they were taxed on an imperial 
seale, and they could not afford it. They 
were taxed to keep up the Free State Army, 
with a personne! of 15,000 men—nearly twice 
as great as the standing Armies of Canada, 
Australia and South Africa put together.

FORESTRY IN IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
Siz,—I hope you will pernnt me to make a 
few remarks on the receytion to ihe Royal 
Scottish Arboricultural mocievy I the 
speeches recorded in your columns of July 
27th. I happen to have the honour to be an 
honorary member of that society, and I think 
I can claim now to be tre only one of those 
who were the first to urge the suitability of 
Ireland for a large afforestation system. 

In 1882 or 1883, with the assistance of the 
late Dr. Lyons, M.P., I tried to induce the 
3ritish Government to earmark the Tithe 
tents and other special sources of Govern- 
ment income from Ireland in order to buiid 
up a fund to be solely used for afforestation. 
I also, with others, got two different commis- 
sions together to question. 
Both commissions reported most favourably 
on our scheme, and proved that Ireland was 
eminently suited for afforestation on a large

our plans had fructified, Ireland would by 
now have large wooded areas of great .com- 
mercial value, and could have, during the 
war, sold much timber at good prices. 

I may mention in conclusion that we have here 
some small woods, planted on the German 
system, which have done fairly well; also, as 
specimen trees, three of the oldest larch in 
Ireland, and in an old aboriginal wood a few 
old Irish pine—quite a distinct species from 
the ordinary Scotch. I have grown in the 
past many trees from the seeds of these larch 
and pine, and they are doing well.—Yours, 
etc., CASTLETOWN.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISIL TIMES 
Sir,—A propos of the recent annual meeting 
of the Irish Fishermen’s Association, may 
sav that all along this coast fishing as an 
‘industry’’ is unprofitable, and very often 
quite impossible, except for steam trawlers 
supplied with deep-sea gear? The reason 15 
that imponderable influence which in many 
important respects stands in the way of Irish 
prosperity and is neYer, I think, sufficient 
allowed for—I mean, of course, our weather 
Along this western coast storms and rough 
seas are the rule rather than the exception, 
and may occur at any time in any season to 
prevent smal! boats or even fishing smacks 
from being willing to put to sea. The launch- 
ing of a mere curragh requires, generally, 
three or four men or youths to turn it righ: 
side up and carry it to the water's edge, 
and such boats can only fish in comparatively 
smooth water and, of course, can venture 
only a short distance out. People appear to 
have no idea of the rocky’ nature of this 
western coast and the difliculties connected 
with keeping the boats in shelter when not in 
use. with launching them and with landing 
after fishing. Then, on, perhaps, 50 per cent. 
of 1ishing days, the fish will not be biting ane 
the ‘‘take” will consist of a few miscel 
laneous fish.

Sir Henry Hadow, Vice-Chancellor of 
Sheffield University, delivering the opening 
address at the fifth summer course of music 
teaching at Cambridge on last Saturday. said 
that such an assembly was a mark that music 
to-day was becoming a part of the life of the 
country.
